— This morning in the 
Scott-KiisBell libel case the time was oc- 
cupied by the speech of counsel for the 
defence of the male defendants. He ap- 
plied for power to amend the date of the 
alle^^ed misconduct at 'Wiiicliestor, but 
.Tuatice Hawkins refused. Coueel for 
Lady Scott also expressed a desire to in- 
troduce the sworn statement of Fred- 
erick Cast, the groom, who was one of 
the defendants but who died recently of 
consumption in Holloway jail, as this 
was the only evidence counsel could 
produce in support of that jjart ol the 
case. Tlie justice, however, also refused 
this reiiuest. 

After Ituichcoii Countess Russell took 
a seat at tlie Eolicitora' table and held 
lier mother's hand for a moment and 
kissed her aflectionately as the jirisoner 
was piiseinj; towards the dock. Counsel 
for Lady Kcutt said tiiat owing to the 
judge it was clear that an appeal on 
justifluation could not bu maintained 
in behalf of his client, and lie 
therefore withdraw that plea. Coinsel 
for the male defendants, Oockertoti and 
.Vylott, said in the behalf that after the 
ruling of Justice Hawkins lie could not 
resist a verdict against his clients and 
withdraw their plea for justification. 

Sir Frank Lockwood, Q.C., for Earl 
Russell, said his client could not control 
the course the defence proposed to take, 
but deeply regretted that the course was 
taken before he had an opportunity to 
cross-examine the defendants. Sentence 
was jiostponed until to-morrow, the 
prisoners being allowed bail. 

The bimetallic league has cabled to

M'KINLEY'S FINANCIAL POLICY, 

What Are Supposed to Be the Views of the 
New President. 

The result of a recent interview on the 
financial question by E. V. Smalley, the 
well known newspaper correspondent, 
with the Freaident-eiect, published in 
the New York Post, ie tt8 follows : 

1. An immediate revision of the tariff 
on moderate protection lines. No ex- 
tremely high duties that might foster 
trusts or defeat the purjMse of obtaining 
adequate revenue to pay the expenses of 
the government. 

2. The restoration of the reciprocity 
treaties of the Harrison administration. 

3. The maintenance of all kinds of 
money at a parity with gold. 

•1. Edbrts towards international bi- 
metallism, in fulfillment of the pledge 
01 the St. Louie platform. 

5. Giadual retirement of the green- 
backs, as soon as the government has a 
surplus of revenue to apply to this pur- 
pose, and some other form of currency, 
bank or metallic, can be substituted for 
them. No new issue of bonds will be 
fiivored for the purpose of taking up the 
greenbacks. Possibly some plan may be 
suggested for a virtual rotirement'of a 
considerable part of the greenbacks and 
treasury notes by their use as a part of 
the bank reserves; this with a view of 
strcuL'thening the gold baaia of the cur- 
rency. 

(). An enlargement of the national 
bankini: syetein to enable independent 
banks or branches of city banks to be 
carried on in small towns. This might 
lower the intcre.'it rate in the country 
districts and tend to lessen the present 
centripetal tendtjiicy of money toward 
the large cities. 

7. l^conomy in government expendi- 
tures to correspond with the economies 
enforced in all other lines of business by 
the condition of the times.

IN AND OUT OP HAVANA. 

Insurgents More Active and Hopeful Than 
Ever— None of Them Have Sur- 
rendered. 

New York, Jan. 7. — The World's 
special correspondent in the fleld near 
(\.rroiro Arena, province of Havana, Cuba, 

says: "I have been fortunate enough 
to get into Havana and got out again, 
and to find the insurgents forces all in 
just twelve hours. This place is eix miles 
Irom San Pedro, whore Maceo is re- 
ported to Iinve been killed. It is not true 
that either I'inar del Rio or Havana 
provinces have been pacified. The in- 
surgents are not thinking of making 
peace. Tliey are more active and hojie- 
ful than ever. Tlie oiiservalions of llie 
World correspondent, who accompanied 
the St)anish troojig with the ]iass grant- 
ed by General Weyler, luis-statctl the 
true situation in this respect. Only 
portions ol the province have been de- 
serted by the insurgents, chielly for lack 
of food. There never were but 0,000 
rebels in Pinar del Rio province. They 
are « til I there. General Weyler at the 
liead of thirty thousand Spanish troops, 
dill not conquer them. Maceo never 
fought in hciivy columns. His bands 
were always iJcaitcred and he never had 
more than 2iK) men with him. His 
iihin vvoH t,o linrasp, tease and tire out the 
enemy. I find the situation here loolts 
better for the insurgents to-diiy tluin 
when I left riiiar del Rio last August. 
I'A'en the Spaniards admit that none of 
tiie insurgents have aurrendored."

The Snliject Discussed by a New 
Yorli Journal— Ileasouing' of 
the Bishops. 




DR. CHASE'S OINTiVlENT 



(From tho Toronto Mnil.) 

Ttio Episcopal mandate placing the 
Quebec Liberal organ L'Eleoteur under 
the ban is an exercise of ecoleBiaatical 
anthority altogether unknown outwde 
of the Lower Province. Absolute free- 
doom is ensured for the press in every 
other part of Canada, aud in every mod- 
ern state. The regtriction of journaliatic 
liberty would not be undertaken by the 
hierarchy iii Ontario or by the Roman 
Catliolic bishops in Great Britain, 
France, or tlie United .States. Eccles- 
iastics in this province and in tlie 
countries mentioned are content to fol- 
low tho ordinary course where criticisius 
or opinions adverse to tlieir views are 
uttered; they will answer the critics if 
they think it worth their wliile, and 
they will leave the people under their 
spiritual charge free to judge of the 
merits of the discussion. As a matter 
of fact, except in tiuebec, the ban has no 
place. 

apeaking generally, the bishops in 
Quebec have always had an eye upon 
the proviacial press. Bat it was not 
until the rise of tTltramontanism under 
the last Pope that the claim to snper- 
viae and control was advanced in all its 
force. Bishop Bourget, one of the 
founders of what was termed the new 
school, taking liis cue from the sylla- 
l)us, essayed the establishment of a 
" good press " and the destruction of 
the " bad press " — that is to say, tho 
press which spoke to the people regard- 
less of Church authority. " Every 
journal," declared the bishop, '• which 
pretends to be free in its religious and 
political opinions is in error," and being 
in error could of course be placed under 
the ban. In pursuit of this doctrine 
journal after journal was suppressed. 
Le Pays published a report favorable to 
Victor Emmanuel, together with the 
proclamations of Garibaldi. It was 
destroyed. The Gazette de Sorel 
objected to clerical iatereference 
in elections. It was denoonc- 
ed. Any paper that dissented 
from the clerical view, or was colourless 
cr neutral, was condemued as sinful, 
and was compelled to cease publication. 
Fur fully twenty years after JjishopBour- 
gel'd crusade uothing was done to cor- 
rect the press. Presumably the editors 
were conducting themselves with propri- 
ety. But in 1802 opinions were freely 
expressed, and then the ban was as 
freely employed. One journal which had 
applied itself to the question of educa- 
tion received prompt attention. It was 
ordered to stop, ostensibly because ii 
had published a quotation from a poet 
whose works bad been placed upon the 
Index, bat, as was claimed, in reality 
because it bad freely criticized the 
schools. Another objected to the tithes. 
It was placed under the ban, to arise 
again, however, with anew name. The 
most notable of recent cases was that of 
the Canada Revue. This paper attacked 
the iderpy with a freedom tiiat is not 
usual. In condemning it and ordering 
the people not to read it the present 
Arciibifiliop of Montreal gave e;cpression 
to opinions that have become notable, 
His Grace and tho bishops of his eccles- 
iastical province asserted that the Church 
is divided into two classes — the clergy 
and the laity, the authority and the 
multitude, the governing and the gov- 
erned. Ttie governing class has the 
right to direct the thoughts of the gov- 
erned, and is to be free from all criti- 
cisms, because, so the pastoral asserted, 
"it does not rest with the laity, however 
Catholic it may be, to trace 'a line of 
conduct for the clergy, much leas to 
judge and condemn them." This doc- 
trine, applied to the paper, ruled it out, 
and became the jnstiiication for the or- 
der served upon the people not to read 
it. Tlie case of L'J'-llecteur, of (Quebec, 
stands upon a somewhat different basis, 
to that of the other pajiera that have 
been proscribed, although the doctrine 
applied to it is the same. L'h;iecteiir 
was a deplorable 8i)ecinien of journal- 
ism. Itn i)roprietor, Mr. Ernest Pa- 
caud, was the riglit hand num of Mr. 
Mercier in hia lifetime, just aa lie has 
been the chief journalistic agent of Mr. 
Laurier in recent years. It was he 
who had the Quebec toll-pate. It was 
he who secured the $100,000 from tlio 
Bale des Chaleurs railway subsidy for 
tho electoral purposes of his leaders. 
This iiionoy ho has been ordered by llio 
cuurta to refund, on the gr(jund that it 
was diverted from its proper iiurfiose. 
In his paper Mr. I'acaud has made, in 
eonfomiily with the i>olitii:al require- 
ments of his principal, abuse and oppor- 
tunism his Ktoek-in-ti'ade. The chai'ac- 
ter of o|3pononts h'I'Uecteur has never 
respected. It assailed Mr. Angers with 
slanders of a mo.st ilastanliy (•,haract(!r. 
First it entered his iior.;c and attacked 
his wife, alleging that slie had received 
jewels as a Itribo to inllueni'e her hus- 
band. Then it was compelled to confess 
that its story that Mr. Angers had him- 
self accepted $25,000 in respect of a 
public contract was a fabrication. 
Pursued for libel in consequence of 
this unfounded charge, it turned upon 
the judges w)io found it guilty 
upon its own admission and aecnscd 
them of jiartisanahip. On the religious 
issue wliich its leadoi- east into 
our politics it has followed the sinuosi- 
ties of the party. Two years ago it was 
shouting for tho (inehec clergy to aid 
Mr. Jjaurier. "Why are the clergy 
silent?" it cried, "why should tliey 
not take sufnciont guarantees from ean- 
didates to vo'te in favor of the repeal of 
the odious Greenway law?" Then 
speaking, as it said it did, for Mr. Lau- 
rier, it made enormous promises to the 
Roman Catholic clergy, telling tiism 
that tho Liberals were to give separate 
schools up to the hilt. Finally, it has 
drifted into a campaign of a character 
altogether dissimilar to that which other 
J liberal journals have entered upon. 
The majority of such journals support 
the Manitoba settleuieiit by reasoning 
and upon its merits. They are not 
banned. J^'Kloctcur, on tho contrary, 
■commended it to the people, by uttack- 
ing the motives of the very ec'cleaiasties 
whhm it called out to support Jlr. 
Laurier

(|uarrel which has been commenced for 
purely parti.'ian reasons, a quarrel in 
which the newspaper asserts its right 
to depart from argument and to be 

abusive — is one thing; the suppression 
of the iiuper, no matter what its char- 
acter, b}' tlie exercise of ecclesiasticai 
authority, is another thing. The inter- 
ference with the ])ress otherwiBC than 
by process of law is a serious matter. If 
tho bishops can say wlio shall and wlio 
shall not publish, what shall and what 
shall not be saiii in the press, all .public 
discussion is in their hands. They have, 
in virtue of their oflice aa spiritual load- 
ers, a power which no state, Russia ex- 
cepted, would undertake to exercise. It 
was a question in the Canada Kevuecase 
whettier auch power legally rested with 
the bishops. The basis upon which it is 
claimed is a decree of the Council of 
Trent, constituting the bishop tho judge 
of t!ie moral character of publications, 
and enabling him to say that the person 
who reads or keeps in hi.s possession 
prohiljited books shall bo e>:coniiiiuni- 
cateci. this is the authority that is 
cited by tlic bishops in Huppiirt of their 
action against l/I'",l(M'teiir. Jliit the 
jioirit has bciMi taken that these ilccrccs 
liavi! no force liore. -Vccordin;,' to tlie 
juilgiiient in the (luibord ('aHO they were 
never iiroclaiiiied or accejited in l''rarice, 
and lis the Church in (.iuoliec enjoys such 
powers only as the Cliur(-h in I'Vance 
enjoyed at the time of tin; cesj<ion, she 
cannot liave the right to supervise ilic 
proas, no matter what the Gouiicil of 
Trent may have said. It is announced 
that the question is to be appealed to 
Uomo by the Liberal leaders. We beg 
to say to Mr, Laurier that all Canada is 
interested in this matter, and that Rome 
ia not the place in which tho civil rights 
of Canadians are to be ajndic;atL 1 u[ion. 
Ho may go to Home lor (l(!cisionH touch- 
ing the doctrines of his Church, but it is 
his duty not only to have this (juefition 
threabed out, but to have it so dealt 
with by the civil courts that we may 
know, once and for all, where we are and 
wdiat remedy we ought to apply.

Cliurch to dictate to electors how thoy 
shall vote in such a matter as the Mani- 
toba school (lueation. 

in tho Ignited States such an act by 
two or more men, no matter v/hat might 
bo their oflice or their spiritual author- 
ity, would probably bo judged by tho 
courts to he a conspiracy in restraint of 



liersonal riglits. What itmay bo in Can^ 
adian law, wo do not know, but if the 
BttT'the quarrel with the clergy— a publiaher attacked carries out his re- 



ported intention to sue each of the bish- 
ops for damages, we shall be greatly 
surprised if he does not win his suit. 

It ia hardly poeaible that the law of 

Canada recognizes the existence within 
tlie range of its nominal jurisdiction of 
an authority entitled to violate jirin- 
ciples that obtain in every other part of 
the glolie whore the Ihiglish law prevails. 

But tho anachronism and anomaly of 
the legal situation thus created are not 
more amazing tlian the ineptitude of tlio 
Bisliops. It is liarilly possible that in 
any other civili/.od country the Church 
would undertake so to dictate the politi- 
c.il course of its members, and bo to re- 
press all discussion of its course. Not 
that tlie reasoning of the Bishops ia 
illogical, but that the time haa gone by 
when prelates making the assumption of 
inFallibility as a premise can afford to be 
strictly logical. 

The keepers of the consciences of men 
have generally found that their author- 
ity can bo asserted in practice only by 
adapting it somewhat to the actual stale 
(if the conHciences they liavi! in keeping. 
They secure oliedience bv limiting their 
commands. Wlien they do not. they 
fiiul, as a niatt(:r of fa<'t, that their 
■' keeiiing '' is more formal than real; 
I'robalily tho Bishops of Muebec will 
Soulier or later learn this in [ho school 
oi exiH'rionct^. In the meantime they 
are conlributiiit; to the instruction, pos- 
sibly, and ccrtaiii'y to llie amiiseiuont of 
tho modern world.

The Indians of Cultus Lake and other 
reservations are very busy getting out 
some 20,000 hop poles for Mr, Hulbert.

It was a monster, measuring about eight 
feet from tij) to tip, and weighing nearly 
170 lbs. 

A. IJ. Clarke, who has long been a 
resident of .Sumas, left on Saturday to 
take charge of one of Mr. Tingley's 
ranches, 119 miles from Ashcroft, on the 
Cariboo road. In fraternal societies 
both in Chilliwack and Sumas, Jlr. 
Clarke has held pood and responsible 
offices, which positions he lield with 
credit to himself and honor to the re- 
spective lodges. 

The dyking of Cocooppel slough has 
been quietly talked ^p among those 
most concerned during the past few 
weeks, and it is now practically com- 
plete. The proposal is simply to dyke 
Cocooppel slough, continuing the dyke 
wherever reqnirctl to the mouth of the 
Chilliwack, wdnch enters the Fraser 
near the spot known as the Old Camp 
Ciround. The result would be a lower- 
ing of the water exactly the amount of 
the fall of the Fraser between the points 
mentioned. As the distance is about 
two miles and the current ia rapid the 
fall must be considerable. No accurate 
measurements have been made, but 
it is estimated as being at least 
one to two feet, while many be- 
lieve it would be double aa much. Even 
at the lowest estimate an immense ad- 
vantage would be gained as it is always 
the last foot or two that does tlrs dam- 
age. It ia hoped that the dyke will be 
complete by April, and if the expecta- 
tions of the jiromoters are fulfilled all 
land within the described area, compris- 
ing some of the choicest farnung laud in 
Chilliwack will be protected. In addi- 
tion to the above a dyke nearly two miles 
long is in process of building by Messrs. 
J. Keece, I. Kipp, J. McCutcheon, II. 
Kipp, R. Norwell, L. JT, Smith and J.S. 
Smith. The work is well advanced and 
in ordinary years will give efl'ectual pro- 
tection to their own lauds.

THE MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 

In a very few duya the municipal 
volers of Victoria will be called upon to 
choose the men to whose care for tbe 
next twelve months it is their good will 
and pleasure to conlide the iminiuinal 
concerns of the city. Under ordinary 
circuniatiinces it would be needless to 
b.iy that the trust is a moat impoi tant 
one, but, at tbe present time, there are 
s;>ecial reasons which will at once sug- 
gest themselves on account of which the 
twelve monthH upon which we are enter- 
ing will be of special moment to the 
citizens. But few candidates are already 
in tbe field for tbe representation of the 
various wards, a fact which our readers 
generally will bo surprised to notice iu 
view of tbe comparative unfortunate ex- 
periences of recent years of men whose 
capacity was to talk at council meetings 
of what should be or should have been 
done, and to attempt to shoulder off 
upon one another or upon oflicials of the 
diil'erent departments responsibilities 
which devolved upon them when thoy 
took the oaths of office and assumed 
their seats at tLe Council Board. 

There has been a great deal of talk in 
Eonie quarters of ruaninf^ municipal an 
provincial matters on the lines of I'o- 
minion polities; but what should tlie 
purely administrative Inisincss of our 
city and province have to do with the 
general concern^ of a country like 
Canada, the different Eections of which 
have special interests that are peculiarly 
their own? To speak of tbe city of Vic 
toria, it may bo said that the matters 
with which the City Council Jias to do 
only indirectly alleet the rest of the Con 
federation, although it is true tliat its 
prosperity or the reverse in its measuie 
adds to or detracts from the general re- 
sult. But, as regards the city itself, tbe 
Hoard of Aldermen are in a de};rec the 
heads of a family, whose well-ljeiiii,' It is 
for them to advance and sate 
guard in every legitimate way 
This surely does not bring it 
what are termed Dominion politics. 
In I^rovincial matters it has, moreover, 
been proved that the provinces which 
are the beat regulated and the most 
prosnerous are those whose legislators 
attend to their own juHuiliur concerns 
and leave the leaders at Ottawa to do 
their tigliliiig on their own lines and 
witliiii their own p;rouMd. 

Ni") iiiatler wlio thi'V ;ii-c, wo want tlie 
best available men at the City Council 
Soard. We have, it is true, or ought to 
have, as tbe practical beads of the de- 
partments men who undorHtand their 
business or profession, and over tlieni 
unless the citizens are content that they 
bIkjuIiI carry on mattern as they please, 
we require men of common sense and 
business ability— not talking machines 
whose self-conatituted missiou is to 
make the worst appear the better cause 
In considering municipal concerns 
the citizens have not alone 
to remember tiast experiences, and 
the amount of money which, in some 
directions, has been absolutely wasted 
betiauso the men who controled the ex- 
penditure either did not appreciate the 
conditions and blundered through ignor- 
ance, or were utterly unfitted for tbe re- 
sponsible, positions in whicli they had 
been placed, and through influences al- 
together outside of those by wJiich, as we 
In'lievo, shoukl have obtained, deter- 
jiiiiied the results. 

Then, if wo look to the future, we can- 
not fail to see that the conditions of Vic- 
toria have materially changed within 
the last few years, and we have to pro- 
vide for the requireiuents of a city vast 



contem[)lated. It may be said that the 
conditions which have to be dealt with 
are in some respects peculiar; we have 
to make what in many respects will be 
a new Victoria,' and the taxpayers 
cannot afford costly experiments by men 
who are not equal to the situation. 

Many good citizens to whom the people 
would gladly have entrusted the city 
destinies, have been, and are, unwilling 
to come to the front and in the new 
deal, which it is expected election day 
will inaugurate, we want, as we have 
before said, our best men to do the best 
work they can in behalf of their fellows 
and of their own individual interests. 
The consideration of every member of 
the Council Board during the year ought 
to be " how best can I ben,elit tho com- 
munity even if it requires the sinking of 
my own individuality." The taxpayers 
should remember that they pay their 
money to have tbe city run right, and 
should put tho men in charge, as alder- 
men or mayor, whom they would select 
to entrust their money to for private in- 
vestment, 

THE TARIFF COMMISSION. 

If the (Conservatives had sought for 
some way to secure support and endorsU- 
tion for the National Policy and for the 
tariir by which its objects are reached, 
they could not have found a method 
more likely to attain their purpose than 
the commission, comjiosed of members 
of the present Liberal Ciovernment, 
which is now travelling through the 
dil'ierent provinces; ostensibly, toobtain 
tho fullest information from persons en- 
gaged in various lines of industry ; real- 
ly, to find a plausible excuse for not 
making such changes and reductions in 
the i)reseut scale of duties as would leave 
tlie country without the revenue requi- 
site for the public service. 

We observe that Sir Oliver Mowat 
since tbe sitting at Hamilton when, over- 
come With ennui at tbe monotony of 
the proceedings, be took a nap, has been 
present at but few sessions. It would 
have been an occasion of ])eculiar inter- 
est had he been at the sitting held in 
Ottaw?, on Monday last. Then the Hon. 
K. II. Bronson, a member of the Hon. 
Mr. Hardy's cabinet, as he was also of 
that of Sir Oliver Mowat, gave testimony 
against reducing the duties on pork 
and other counnodiliea produced in Can- 
ada. Although Mr. Jironson is enuiiged 
largely in tho lumber busiiieaa ami tho 
cheapening of the price of i)ork — an 
article largely consumed in the lumber 
camps — wovdd indirectly benefit tbe 
Can.idian lumberman in his competition 
with his rival across the boundary, he 
was opposed to putting pork on the 
free list, because it would injure Can- 
adian farmers. Yet Mr. Bronson is a 
sturdy Liberal ; has been since 18'J0 a 
memljer of the Liberal Government of 
Ontario, and Free Trade was inscribed 
on the banner under which Mr. Laurier 
led bis party in the last campaign. 

Ho far there has been no substantial 
support given to radical changes in the 
tariir in any oi the numerous places at 
which tho Tariff' Commission has lield 
its sittings. Even Hon. ilr. Fisher, the 
Minister of Agriculture, was betrayed 
into an admisaion of surprise at Toronto, 
at the fact that in the heart of what he 
described as the finest farming country 
in the Dominion, thoru was practically 
no demand from tiie agriculturists for 
reductions in the tarilf, much less for 
the abandonment of the policy of Pro- 
tection. Perhaps, if Mr. Fisher had re- 
called to mind the striking object lesson 
which the farmers have recently had 
presented to them in the fact that they 
were getting six or seven cents a busliel 
more for their wheat than their Ameri- 
can rivals, his surprise would have disap- 
peared. 



THE THREE R'S. 
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Attention has latiily lieeii directe 
the schools of New '^ ork. The teachers, 
it is said, are underpaid and the school 
curriculum is too long. The children 
are compelled to study too many sub- 
jects and there is not time to learn any 
of them thoroughly. There are sixteen 
or seventeen subjects on the course of 
studies for the ('ommon hcIiooIh, and all 
the children are exjiejted to study tliem 
all whether or not they intend to go to 
college. In spite, or more likely, be- 
cause of the multiplicity of studies, chil- 
dren of fourteen or liftceii ycai-a of ago 
often leave sciiool without ln-iiig able to 
write a letter properly or to read intelli- 
gently an ordinary newspaper or maga- 
zine article. 

It would be better both for scholars 
and teachers if they confined their at- 
tention to a thorough mastery of the 
three R'a and spent on them the 
attention and intellectual force that are 
now dissipated by a variety of subjects 
which it is imijoasiblo to study properly 
iu the short time that can be devoted to 
each, and many of which, oven if thor- 
oughly learned, would not be of as much 
use to tbe future citizen as the ability 
to apell and write well, 'to 
read so aa to make the author 'a 
thought one's own, and to un- 
derstand the principles and applications 
ui the rules of arithmetic. The New 
York Advertiser, writing on this 
subject, says : 

Would it not ho better to leave out 
Homo of these studies altogetherand con- 
contriito time and energy U]wn those 
whicti will hoof most importance to the 
pupil in his future life and work? ii'ew 
educators realize how much is meant by 
a lirm hold upon the three " K.'s;" how 
much mental disiupline la involved and 
ly different from that which its founders i what a great degree of culture is implied 



in these apparehU}^ simple accomplish- 
ments. ■: . ■ " • 
iTbo tendency to unduly lengthen the 
common echbol curriculum is not confin- 
ed to New York, for there are very few 
school eysteraa that do not require both 
teachers and children to uudertifko more 
work than they nan accomplish without 
overloading the memory, starving tho 
imagination and neglecting tbe reason- 
ing powers. 

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 

Thk cotton states ~0f the Mississippi 
valley have been the strong advocates of 
freo trade and the determined opponents 
of tho high protective tariQ' of the United 
States. But the opin'ons of tho cotton 
growers have changed. They want to 
be protected against Egyptian cotton. 
Last year 43,000,000 pounds of this cot- 
ton was consumed by the American 
mills, and there is danger that tho 
Southern planters will not be able to 
compete witli tho Egyptian growers who 
have the advantage of cheap labor. 
They waul a duty of three cents a pound 
on the imported article. It makes a 
great difference to tbe advocates of the 
theory of free trade when they experi- 
ence the difHcultiea of its practice. 

B. C. SODTHERN RAILWAY. 

The Coraplicationa Explained — Schemes to 
Create Prejudice Against tbe Road 
Have Miscarried. 

[From tho Ncws-Advcrtlier ] 
" Give them moro rope and thoy v/ill 
hauL- tlHiinselves," is a proverb tho 
shrewiiesa of which hag been fully ex- 
emplified durine the past few days in 
the case of those, who, for reasons of 
their own, have been trying to extricate 
themselves from the embarraaaing posi- 
tion in which the lion. Mr. Pdair, rely- 
ing upon information furnished hy these 
same people, had placed them. We liavo 
left them free to say all that they chose 
ami the tangle into which they have got 
themselves is a striking illustration of 
the danger which attends those who pro- 
nounce an opinion on a subject of which 
thoy are almost entirely ignorant. Ilav 
ing blundered egregiously in tho 
statement made to Mr. Blair 
they have followed it up by i 
series of further blunders in the 
attem])t to justify or explain away tho 
lir^t error. 

Although tho number of separate acts 
passed at dillerent Geeaions of the legis- 
lature anil extending over no less than 
three parliaments, may make tho mat- 
ter appear involved and complicated to 
those who have not the patience and 
assiduity requisite to thoroughly under- 
stand it, it ia really very simple and 
clear. Briefly stated the matter ia as 
follows : In tbe session of 18SS an act 
was passed incorporating a company to 
build a lailway between tbe Crow's Nest 
Pass to the Lower Kootenay river. At 
the same session an act was also 
passed giving the company a right of 
way through the crown lands and such 
jrround as might be required for ter- 
minal and other purposes. The railway 
was then designated aa the " Crow's Nest 
and Kootenay Lake Bailway Coiiii>aii.v." 
Construction had to bo commenced with- 
in a certain period. In ISDU the period 
for construction was extended a:id an 
act passed making a grant of land i,u.tho 
company along the line of its road — tliat 
is between the Pass and the bower 
Kdolenay river. Aetho line ran so close 
to the hijundary that it would bo impo-^- 
ailjle lor the company to secure its full 
grant along the line of route, it was 
authorized to make up any deDciency 
from a belt of land near the Pass, the 
limits of which were specifically defined. 

In 1891 another act was passed chang- 
ing the name of tlie company to that of 
the Uritish Columbia Southern Railway 
Company and authorizing the COmpafiy 
to laiild "to tho Colutnlna river in the 
neighborhood of Fort Sheppard and also 
a branch to Xelson. It was also anthor- 
ii^ed to extend its lini! by a convenient 
route to no|)e, thence to the Eraser 
river to New 'Weatminster ami Bur- 
rard Iidet. It was, however, pro- 
vided that nothing in that act sliouhl 
be construed to increase "the -ighta, 
powers and privili!ge8" given to the 
Crow's Neat and Kootenay Lake Rail- 
way Company under " tliH Railway Aiil 
Act,18y0," "or to extend the aid granted 
by the said act to the lines authorized to 
be constructed by this act." That is to 
say, the extensions westward to the 
Coast, and southward to Nelson and 
I'oi-t Sliep!)ard, carried no land grant 
witli them. 

In 1S!);> another act was piissod mal;- 
iiig certain changes, immaterial to the 
niattor now under diacussion, and ex- 
tending the time for tho conHlructioii of 
the various pavts of tho line. In this 
act lirst apiieara the schedule ilividiiig 
the line into the three sections, the re- 
ference to which in suhaeciuent acts has 
been the canao of tho confusion into 
wliich tho liliml guides of Mr. Blairhave 
fallen. Section "c" in the schedule 
comprised tlio Western section to the 
coast. At l!ie same eessiou another act 
was passed in reference to the original 
land grant, and more clearly defining 
liow it shall apply to sections "a" and 
" b." There being no land grant to sec- 
tion "c," the coast section, no reference 
was made to it. 

In I8i»l another amending act was 
passed which was jiractically a new in- 
corporation of the comjnuiv, the whok 
of the former acts of 1K,S8, 181)0, 1801 and 
LSlio being repealed with the exception 
of one clause in the act of 18S8 which 
gave exemption for three years from 
provincial and municipal taxation to the 
property of the company. There was 
no material change made in the provi 
sions of the act of 1894 from those con 
tained iu the four previous acts which it 
repealed. 



tho British Coltimbia Southern Railway 

Act, 1894." 

Now had tho foregoing clause stated 
simply that the grant made by the acts 
of IS'jO and ISiili " is hereby extended to 
sec'c'" — tho section to the Coast — it 
would clearly have been an atlditional 
land grant, which, with that previously 
iven to sections " a " and " b," would 
have given the company a land grant 
for the whole length of its line. But 
the draughtsman could not have had 
this in Ilia mind, because in tho pre- 
amble he seta out that it is " the 
existing land grant" — that for section 
' a " and " b " — which " it is advisable 
to continue." Then in the clause which 
has caused the commotion, the language 
employed shows conclusively, we think, 
tliat no extension of the original grant 
was intended, because it says that '' the 
grant mado is hereby extepded and a))- 
plied," not merely to section " c," but 
to tho sections to which it was origin- 
ally given. How can a thing be ex- 
tendeil to that which it already covers? 
Tbe clause read in that way has no 
meaning, or, if one can bo found, it is an 
absurd one. 

But the meaning of tliat clause can be 
construed in a manner wliich is not only 
intelligible but one which, read with the 
preamble, eb.ows clearly the reason fiyr 
the language used. That is that " the 
existing land grunt" which appertained 
to the original Crow's Nest and Koote- 
nay Lake Railway should be extended 
and applied to the railway which was 
comprised in the three sections which 
formed afterwards Ihe British Columbia 
Southern Railway. 

Besides the sujiport given to this view- 
by the only intelligent construction 
which can be given to the phraseology 
of the act, there are other ami outside 
(drcuinstances whiidi go to conlirm it. 
In the original land grant, both the Leg- 
islature and the Company were agreed 
that in case the laud aloiiu the line had 
already been selected l)y other 
companies, or from other causes, 
was not available, tracts of land in other 
j)artB slionld be given as an equivalent. 
But no })roviaion of the sort appears in 
regard to tho grant on section "c," 
which these clever critics assert tho 
company has secured. Yet such a pro- 
vision is more necessary on section " c '' 
than on. flections " a " and " b," becaus 
for a considerable stretch of country it 
would run through lands which belong 
to the Dominion, and from which the 
Province could make no grant. Further- 
more, the legislature, at the last session, 
gave a land grant to the Columbia and 
Weatorn Railway, which i)ractically cov- 
ers for a long diatanco tlie lands which 
it ia pretended were granted to the Brit- 
ish Columbia Southern railway. As yet 
the latter company never made any ob- 
jection or protested against such spolia- 
tion ! 

Now. we observe that the parties who 
have got into such a tangle over ttio 
statements which tiiey made to_ Mr. 
Blair, are attempting to escape criticism 
by blaming both sides of the House for 
careleea legislation. Evidently, having 
had a gentle hint from the government 
that their ahare of government pap, 
v.-hich is their chief source of subsist- 
ence, may bo withdrawn if they continue 
making such reckless statementa, they 
are now turning thofr attention 
to the opposition iu the present 
and preceding jjarliaments. Here, 
unluckily for themselves, they have 
struck a nasty enag, becauae the report 
of the proceedings shows that two mem 
hers of the ojipositnon on one occasion — 
Messrs. Scmlin and Cotton — and i\Ir. 
Boaven on anotlior, raised the question 
as to whether the wording was explicit 
antl clear enough in its intention not to 
extend the laud grant. The Attorney- 
(4eneral replied that it was, and Colonel 
Baker saia that the company did not 
ask for any grant beyond that origin- 
ally granted. Yet if these clumsy 
schemers are correct in their statements, 
the present Chief Justice and the 
Provincial .Secretary deliberately stated 
in the house what was not true. We 
think the wholesome dread which such 
people have of th\>. law of libel, will cause 
them to hesitate before they repeat these 
charges, and we think that the result of 
all this scheming to ])rojudic^e Mr. Blair 
and tiie Uominion government against 
tbe B. 0. Southern railway will be re- 
alized by them as having so miscarried, 
that in the words of the immortal Dog- 
berry, they will exclaim : " Write me 
lown an ass! " 
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EDUCATION. 



At the same session another act was 
passed in referencd to the land grant, 
and therein occurs the detail which has 
been the innocent cause of all this hub- 
bub and excitement. Tbe preamble 
plainly sets out tho provisions of tho 
previous acts rclaling to the land grant, 
the details of which wo have already 
given, land recites that it ia advisable 
to continue tho exiHt ing land grant to 
tho said railway. Then it continuoa, 
inter alia, after referring to tho land 
grant antiiorized by tho " ilaihvay Aid 
Act, l.SltO," and the amendment of 18113, 
that the gr.ant made thereby " is hereby 
extended and applied to the Boveral sec- 
tions of said railway as doficribediii sub- 
sections ' a,' ' b ' and ' c ' of section S ot j

HOSPITAL BOARD MEETINa. 

The Resident Medical Health orflcer m.-ilccs 
Some Valuable Sussestious to 
the Board. 

Last evening's regular meeting of the 
board of directiorsof the Jnliilee hospital 
terminated early and with the query put 
but no answered as to who would be 
mayor and aldermen during the couiiiig 
year. Mr. Ale.vander Wilson j)re8i(led, 
and the first business of tlio meeting 
came in tho form of Dr. Lichardeoti's re- 
port for December, which stated that the 
cost per patient a day was $1.22, the in- 
crease in the amount being attributed to 
extras supplied at Christmas. During 
the last few weeks, the reportexplaiiicd, 
a number of applicants for rooms had to 
be refused. The apartments for tho 
male attendants, the clerk and steward 
have been finished, tho former 
rooms now being occupied by pay 
patients. The report suggested that 
some arrangement could bo made 
for sterilizing dressings by steam as then 
another room would be available and o 
saving of three or four dollars in the 
surgical department effected. Since the 
semi-private rooms ofl" the wards have 
been completed they have beenoecupied 
by seven to nine patients. Theeo rooms, 
the doctor thouglit, should he separated 
by means of simple curtains. He re- 
ported 'M patients in the hospital on De- 
cember 1 and o',) on the first instant, 
there having been 34 admitted during 
the past mouth, 28 being treated and the 
same number discharged. 

The report was adopted and the suj;- 
gestions were submitted to the general 
committee with power to act. 

The report of Miss Macmillan said : 
"In tho training school department for 
tho month of December we have to re- 
port everything satisfactory. With the 
end of this month Miss L. Stoddart will 
have coin]deted her two years' traiiiint;, 
and will be leaving to take up private 
nursing. Several dcjnatioiis mentioned 
in the report, as also in that of Hobert 
.Jenkinson, were acknowledged, and the 
Board in receiving the reports passed a 
vote of thanks to tlio donors. The month- 
ly accounts, amounting to .'f<l,l:i85.17, 
were passed, and just prior to adjonrn- 
ment Mr. Hay ward moved that, "In 
the absence of the president, the vice- 
president be authorized to sign all 
checks, and that a copy of this resolution

Thiit trail'; I'u hnuber and lish could he 
wiirlced uji with Central America, Mexico, 
South America, etc, provided inducements 
were olVered by the government to steani- 
fliip companies to enter into the business, 
or by subsidiziuf; any line of steamers mnv 
plying between l'iij,'et .Sound |iiirls and tlie 
countries nanieil. At present if floods I'l-oni 
liritisli Columbia are sent to blnited States 
O'lrts in bond to be shipped', they show on 
I ■ nit I'd States trade returns as United States 
products. 

The report sufireeated that exports 
could be materially increased to the 
Jtlawuiiun islands; and tbe appointtueut 
of Canadian commiaaionera in CehtriU 
America, Mexico, South America and 
New Zealand was advised. 

It was alan recommended that the at- 
tention of tbe government be directed 
to ttio held Jiritibli CJolumbia offers for 
tbe making of wood pulj); that in grind- 
ing wheat for export the quantity of 
- wheat allowed per barrel for export to 
China or Japan bii 285 to iJOO lbs. 
to other countries; that the export 
of oatmeal and rolled oats made from 
United States oats could be increased if 
the duty paid upon the oats were com- 
nienstnrate v.'itb the quantity necessary 
to make a pound of oatmeal ; that in the 
article of rice tbe tariff should be placed 
baclc to the basis of 1894; that all ves- 
sels loading or unloading at a British 
' Columbia port should pass through the 
quarSTitine station at William Head; 
that Canadian tuea should have the 
same privileges in United States waters 
as United States tugs have in Canadian 
waters, or else that tlie privileges which 
United States tugs have in Canadian 
waters bo withdrawn; that only one 
pilotage fee should be allowed, payable 
in proportion to services instead of, as at 
present, compulsory pilotage for circum- 
Kcribed limits, controlled and at rates 
lixed by a local pilotage boaril. 

Aa tbe report covered so many impor- 
tant subjects, it was laid on the table, 
the secretary being instructed to send a 
copy to each member of the board. 

A question of special importance to 
Britian Columbia at the preseut time 
was tbe report of the commiitee on min- 
ing aa to the formation of mining com- 
panies. 

Mr. Hayward remarked that the re- 
port dealt with a most important sub- 
ject, and that it would bo well to be very 
careful before adopting the changes etig- 
gested. He thought that the rejjort 
should be laid on the table. 

Mr. I'utcher wag of opinion tlint the 
report should ho sent to the provincial 
government simply ag a suggestion. 

In this view Hon. 13. W. Pearse coin- 
cided, being of opinion that the report 
should be first gone over, clause by 
clause, and some of the suggestions 
struck out. This was done, and the re- 
port as amended will be sent to the 
.Minister of Mines as a suggestion to hiai. 
This report reads ; 

llel'orring to your lavor of !:^eptembcr L', 
asking us to take under consideration and 
advise you upon that paragraph In the 
hoard's last annual report directing atten- 
tion to tlie principle upon which soino min- 
ing companies are formed. The system of 
capitalizing slightly dcvelojicd mineral 
rlaiiUH tor large sums of money and seliiii 
the sti ick at a >mall (■eicentaf;e iif tlie par 
value, is, in tin- ease of tlui lii|uiiialioii i 
the coiiipany, I'niugbt with serious eoiisi 
i|uences id the holders, and in any even 
prejudicial to the proper develojinieiit < 
the mine. The laws of British Colunilii 
are opposed to a company selling it 
stock at a discount, yet these have l)<i>i 
evaded in the case of some mining ven 
tures. Discontinuance of* this practice 
and the conqiliancc with provincial huv; 
will bo some guarantee that companies an 
f(irme<l for the jiurpose of working the 
mines instead of unduly enriching tin 
pvniiiiilers of the schemes' 'I'he iiicoiiiiiig 
council siiiiuld look into this in;itter unci, 
if necessary, bring it to llie notice of the 
]uovineial government with tlii' view of 
reiiu'dial legislation. Fully realizing the 
great impurtauce of tbe subject, your com- 
mittee on mines and mining have held sev- 
eral meetings, discussed tlie subject with 
many persons and corres[)onded with 
boards of trade of .Montreal, Toronto and 
tbe stock exchanges of Montreal and Tor 
onto, besides tlie general managers of sev 
eral of tlic largest linancial institutions ii 
Canada. 

Heplies were received from several 
among tlii'in being one IVoin the Moutrea 
Hoard of Trade enilorsiiig nearly ail the 
suggestions of the committee. After sei i 
ously considering the diifurent phases ( i 
tbe subject and looking at the matter in it; 
broadest sense, and with the sole object of 
bi iugiiiE the mining industry of the iiruv- 
ince to a souiul and healthy basis, your 
conunittee make the following recommen- 
dations as the basis of your action, if 
thought necessary to brill l; tlie subjecl, to 
the notice of the provincial gov<M iiiiient : 

'' Zs'o companies to be registereil to do 
business in this ))rovin(a' except those or- 
(;iini;ed under Ih itish o rlJanailiaii acts. 

The acalo of fees to be charged by t he 
government on all mining companies in- 
corporated is suggested, running froui .^;2.')

•1. Careful revision and consolidation of 
th*' ' Companies Acts,' particularly as ap- 
]ilyin{; to the organization of minings. com- 
panies. ■ • 

6. Jf at all possible, to prevent the re- 
petition of the names of claims.

'flic provincial government io requiie 
I'niiu all niiniug comi>anies iiicor])orated in 
Hritisli I'lduuibia or registered under the 
Comiianies Act ' foreign ' an annual or 
seiiii-ainiaal statement, which statement 
should bo publislicd in patnpblet 
form, so that investors at home 
and abroad would be able to 
judge of the pgsitiou of their invest- 
nients. The statement should be in tabu- 
lated form, not too miicli in detail, but 
giving the most salient points, after the 
style of the Doniinioii banking returns: 
.•\uthorizeil capital ; treasu ry sliares, each, 
sold; treasury shares unsold ; sliiuiiie'nt of 
ore, tons; workuieii, average value of ore 
slupjied; length of time closed down; value 
Of plant and machinery. 

That iw shares (ott'ier than treasury) to 
be iKTinitted to be issued until after a cer- 
tain percentage (if only 5 per cent.) of the 
treasury stock has been sou), and the money 
in tho hands of the company. 

ft is to be expected that some of the 
foregoing suggestions will be too radical, 
but the subject must, be faced squarely. 
Are we going to permit our mines to be 
o]ierated by irresponsible oersons with no 
possible control of their actions, or are we 
going to build u)! our miiiinq industry 
U|>ou a lasting basis? We all believe that 
wc are on the eve of an immense develo]!- 
ment of our mineral interests to take rank 
among the foremost in the world. It is 
tbercfore incumbent upon us to lay the 
foundation, not looking to tbe preseut 
only, but to the future, sn that niiiiingin 
J5ritisli Columbia will be syiionyi) '/Us of 
fair and Sipiare business ]ii'opositio.is, or- 
ganized on a basis of Krilisli integrity and 
jirotcoted by laws that are alreaily tlie ad- 
miration ot all visitors to our niining 
camps. 

In regard to ^fr. Sorby'a harbor im- 
provement scheme the council paseed a 
resolution : 

Tliat this hoard having heard ilr. Sorby's 
e.x)>lanati<)ii of his sclieiiie for the iniiirove- 
iiieiit of Victoria harbor, heartily endorses 
its object, and trusts that the Dominion 
government will give the most careful con- 
sideration to the same. 

The resolutions passed at Duncan on 
December 8, favorinp a trail to China 
ci'eek, and asking tbe assistance of the 
British Columbia Board of Trade, were 
also endorsed by the council. 

The Bongkong Gbamber of Commerce 
asked the board to support a trans- 
pacific cable, and a reply will be sent 
that the board has already expressed 
ithclf aa atrongly in favor of such a cable. 

Com nliiucntary letters were read from 
Mr. Iluiiert Waril iiiid rubers as to tbe 
value of the anmial rejiorta of the board 
in giving i n f.'rniatiou in JOurope aa to 
the province, and more than lifty re- 
(luesta from various places were received 
for additional copies. 

Tbe Vancouver Board of Trade sent a 
letter of sympathy to the board on the 
death of Mr. G. Leiser, the late vice- 
president. 

A long cornmunicntiou in reference to 
trade with Australia was received 
from Mr. J. S. Larke, Can- 
adian commercial agent, at Sydney, 
\. S. W., it being referred to the 
committee on trade and manufactures. 
Mr. Larke pointed out the opportunity 
for supplying Canadian wheat and flour 
to Australia, as it was anticipated that 
the Australian crop would be .short 
alioiit live million buBhels in 18!)". 
-Vpples from San Francisco were selling 
iu .Australia at ."f.'i.oO per case, and 
Kritish Columbia should get a share of 
tbe tiade. Uniona were worth to .^y a 
bushel, and new potatoes nearly f^l a 
husliel. In [lerishablo goods, such na 
fruit and vegetables, it was jiointed 
out that shipments must he made at the 
right time, and to do this advices must 
he received and acted on. British Col- 
umbia bops, too, have been well approv- 
ed of, and the right kinds would com- 
niand a market at higher prices than the 
Oregon or Californian hops now shipjjcd. 
There is a good market too for j)a])er, 
wood pulp and wooden ware. The bet- 
ter (luality of Canadian timber has cre- 
ated a demand for it, butlJritisii Colum- 
bia millers have fiuH'orcd because of very 
bad stuff shipped by United States iiiill- 
ors from the Sound ])orts. "The retnc- 
dy," said Mr. Jjarke in conclusion, " ia 
to ship to good men and ship good tim- 
ber."

KlCARACrUA CANAL. 

Revived Activity Among Uie Promoters of 
the Scheme. 

Like the earlier, venture with the same 
purj)08e in view, tbe Nicaragua canal 
scheme has fallen upon evil days, i'or 
firee years no work has been done on 
t ie waterway. There are two companies 
c inccrned in the project, the Maritime 
Ciual Company and the Nicara};ua Com- 
pany, a corporation chartered iu Ver- 
inoiit and holdiiit; a contract from the 
farmer concern to construct the works. 
The companies, however, have not much 
to do with the case, beyond providinj^ ii 
iiieiiiis for the United States government 
to di^ and control the waterway. 

It is the United States that is expected 
to fuinish the funds, and as preliminary 
to beginning active operations a com-

mission of f^overnmont ciif^'inccrs was 
sent to Xii^arafiua to e.Kamine and report 
on the work. Tho result was so far satis- 
factory that it was lieclarcd that a canal 
on the general lines laid down by the 
promoters was practicable, but that it 
would cost more than had been supposed. 
A further enquiry was recommended be- 
fore congreaB undertook to spend the 
$130,000,000 or $140,000,000 the construc- 
tion would cost. There the matter 
rested, tlie last three years not having 
been so favorable linancially as to war- 
rant the be<;inning of appropriations on 
HO heavy a scale. 

The anticipated restoration of the 
revenue to its old figure has led, how- 
ever, to a revival of activity among the 
promoters of the scheme. The United 
States baa tho greatest commercial in- 
terest in the work, and alone is able to 
carry it through. It appeals also to the 
Monroe doctrine idea of our neighbors ; 
and it would not bo a matter of surprise 
if, before long, they seriously undertook 
the work DeLesseps failed in, and made 
a way for ships thi-ough the isthmus.

NATURAL RAS. 

Dccl&ion of '.h> II. S. Circr.it Court Declar- 
ing It 10 Be a Crude Mineral. 

Xi;w VoiLK, ,l,in. 7.— Judges Lacombe 
and Wallace of the U. S. Circuit Court 

01 Appeals filed a decision to-day to 
classify natural gas as a mineral for all 
the purposes of the statutes and customs 
laws. Thisaflirmg the finding of the 
Circuit court of this district, which 
upheld the board of gen- 
eral appraisers' declaration that 
natural gas piped from Shirkstown, 
Canada, to Buffalo, N.Y., is not subject 
to any duty, because it is within the de- 
finition of crude minerals. Under sec- 
tion 4 of the McKinley act the collector 
of customs, however, assesscil the iin- 
])orted gas at ten percent.., holding that 
gas is " a raw or unmanufactured article 
not enunuuated or [jrovided for."

Sk.vttle, Jan. 0— Cieorge McL. Brown, 
general Western passenger agent of the 
Canadian Pacific railroad, came down 
from Vancouver to meet an Eastern 
railroad man in this city, and togotlior 
they will visit the Kootenay mining dis- 
trict. The statement is commonplace 
enough, as it relates to a possibly .adven- 
turous trip into a country that many 
visit every month, but the fact that Mr. 
Brown was in town last night made it 
possible for him to tell a wonderful story 
of another mine in British Columbia 
that he has visited and which is no 
more nor less than a mine of water, il 
such a thing can be considered. He 
says that leas than two years ago an In 
diau while crossing a stream about 
twenty miles to the west; t[ Ashcrolt, 01 
the main line of the Canadian Pacilic 
discovered that his pony had casta 
shoeSaiul that the iron sign of good luck 
luul lull en into iho btreaui. The story 
goes on to Elate that the Indian did not 
stO|) to gather up tlie shoe, but pressed 
on hia ^vav, and his movements sub- 
sequent to the horseshoe episode 
are lost for a year, -when he turns 
up again as the guide to a party of liun- 
ters. lu their ramblmgs around tluougli 
the mountains west of Aelicroft, they 
came to the place where the pony's shoe 
had fallen into the creek, and two of 
the t'eiitleinen of the party alighted to 
drink. They had scarcely partaken of 
the watek- of the creek before both wore 
taken with violent cramps, the result of 
drinking the water, and each showed 
unmistakable signs oi poisoning. While 
another of the party looked into the 
stream he discovered at the edge what 
appeared to be a horseshoe of pure cop 
per. It was lished up and the Indian 
identified it aa that cast by his pony a 
year before. As soon as the 
truth dawned on the party that the 
two sick men were poisoned by drink 
ing water in which copper was in solu- 
tion, they set about curing them, with 
the result that they soon recovered, and 
the investigation of the marvelous 
stream was continued. 

Its source was discovered to be in the 
side of a mountain that rose from the 
lower levels m a succession of steps for a 
certain distance, and which then rose in 
a sheer [)recipice far above them. The 
water poured out of a hole in rock iu a 
steady stream, llowiiifi down the 6tei)3of 
rocks, along the course by which it was 
traced, linally disappearing in the rocks 

That is the story of the discovery of 
the spring as it was related to iMr, 
Brown, and as l:e related its tellin 
The subsequent narrative of the mine of 
copper water Air. Brown vouches for, 
and it ia a fitting ending to that of its 
discovery. As soon as the party of 
hunters found out what they had they 
proceeded to stake out the spring and 
along its flow. 

The principal holder of the claims is 
Mr. S. F. Griffiths, of Vancouver. Above 
the spring in the rock there is a mass of 
decomposed ore and other mineral mat 
ler, which runs high in gold. Before 
reaching the ledge of coiiper over which 
the Btroam of water mast run it will be 
necessary to get below the decompose 
mineral, whicli ia now being done by a 
h'.rge number of men, who are employed 
by the company. They have already 
struck a ledge of Peacock ore, an unfiiil 
ing indication of the ])resence of copper 
in large quantities. A tunnel is also to 
be cut in along the course of the stream 
through the rock, by which means it is 
hoped to reach the ore ledge nion 
quickly. 

As to the water itself it has been j)rov 
ed by analysis and electrical demoiistra- 
tio.u that il beais exactly 3'J.7 pounds of 
copjier to each 200 gallons and that by 
miijing the water by electricity the con 
per can t)e precipitaliid in paying (luau- 
lities. It sounds visionary, but Mr 
l5rown vouches for its truth and says in 
coniiectiun with the i)ossible future of 
t lie spring that Hon. William Pricluird 
.Morgan, member of the British parlia- 
ment, who was on his way to Japan, ac- 
companied by Ilia own minin): 
expert, became to interested ii 
the story that he went 01: 
to Japan alone, leaving the ex- 
pert to examine into the matter. The 
water had been submitted to Mr, Mor- 
gan^ who marvelled greatly at the story. 
He left word that should his expert 
prove the statements true bo (Mr. Mor 
gan) would give $100,000 for a 51 per 
cent, interest in the Bclienio. .Since 11 
first discoveries llii! entire district has 
bcciii slaked out in claims. 

In connc'clion with .\I r. Jlorgan'a in 
t-(uest in the woudcrfid spring and ila 
possibly attendant mines of copper 
it ia interesting to review the fact thai 
his mining operations in Wiiliis have 
made him one of the wealthy men 
of the world, and his popularity 
there was so great for his ef- 
forts in developing the mining districts 
of that country that he was returned to 
parliament last year by the largest 
majority ever given a candidate to that 
body. He ia aggressive and fearless, and 
and his work as a barrister in Australia 
has been reviewed again and again in the 
legal reviews ami the i)ress of the world. 

The matter of tlie digging and the 
riches in copper that it carries is one of 
the episodes that the clevelopmenl of 
the new mining district might l)ring out.
